THE  TOWN  HALL  AS  ORIGINALLY  COMPLETED  IN  1882 

The  photograph  by  Henry  D.  AHison  was  taken  probably 
not  later  than  1895,  as  this  picture  appeared  in  "The  Granite 
MoniJhly"  of  August,  1896. 

At  the  annual  March  meeting,  in  1881,  the  town  voted  to 
build  a  new  town-house.  In  accordance  with  this  vote,  the  edifice 
was  erected  in  1881-82.  The  town  appropriated  $3600.  The  build- 
ing cost  $5,263.76,  with  the  balance  being  made  up  of  gifts  from 
private  persons,  including  $125.27  from  the  Ladies'  Social  Circle! 

The  building  was  dedicated  on  December  28,  1882,  Rev.  S. 
H.  McCollester,  D.D.  of  Marlborough  giving  the  dedication  ad- 
dress. The  building  committee  consisted  of  Henry  Dwight  Learn- 
ed, George  W.  Gleason,  and  Henry  C.  Piper. 

The  design,  however,  did  not  meet  with  universal  approval, 
particularly  with  respect  to  the  curved  "porch"  above  the  front 
door,  the  spire,  and  the  fact  that  the  style  did  not  blend  well 
with  the  columned  church  across  the  street.  Consequently,  at 
the  annual  Town  Meeting  on  March  14,  1916  it  was  voted  to 
accept   and   adopt   the   following   resolution: 

"Resolved,  That  the  town  permit  the  proposed  change 
to  be  made  on  the  front  of  the  Town  House,  as  proposed 
by  Mr.  J.  L.  Mauran,  expense  of  the  same  to  be  borne 
by  Mr.  Mauran  and  others,  the  work  to  be  done  under 
the  direction  of,  and  subject  to  the  approval  of,  the 
board  of  Selectmen." 

The  work  involved,  resulting  in  the  front  of  the  Town  Hall 
as  it  is  today,  was  done  in  1916.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  Mr. 
Mauran,  an  architect  from  St.  Louis  and  a  summer  resident,  had 
been  the  architect  selected  by  Mrs.  Farnham  to  design  the  Farn- 
ham  Memorial  Library,  built  in  1900,  which  was  the  subject  of 
the  sketdh  on  the  cover  of  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1966.

Hall  in  the  1967  Levy.  Motion  carried. 

Article  14.  Capital  Reserve.  Motion  that  the  Town  raise  and 
appropriate  $1,000.00  for  heavy  Highway  equipment  and  place 
same  in  Capital  Reserve  was  approved  and  carried.

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REPORT  OF  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 

The  Dublin  Police  Department  had  a  relatively  busy  year  as 
this  report  will  show,  with  a  considerable  increase  in  motor  ve- 
hicle accidents  over  last  year.  We  especially  found  our  hands  full 
during  the  late  snow  stQrms  in  May  which  caused  the  roads  to  be 
extremely  hazardous,  and  which  occasioned  some  rather  heroic 
efforts  on  the  part  of  members  of  the  force  and  volunteer  assist- 
ants in  the  aiding  of  stranded  motorists  and  keeping  the  highway 
open  to  traffic.  We  appreciated  the  help  we  received. 

As  usual,  a  lot  of  our  time  was  spent  investigating  the  many 
breaks  which  continue  to  plague  us.  We  received  much  assist- 
ance from  the  Sheriff's  Department  and  the  State  Police  on  these 
and  other  matters,  for  which  we  are  very  grateful. 

We  also  wish  to  acknowledge  with  thanks  the  efforts  of  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Elliot  Allison  at  the  school  crossing  each  morning  and 
afternoon.  Our  Dublin  weather  has  been  known  to  make  that  a 
rather  unpleasant  chore. 

We  are  grateful  to  the  townspeople  in  general  and  to  the 
Selectmen  and  Town  Clerk  in  particular  for  backing  our  efforts 
and  rendering  valued  assistance  on  occasion. 

This  report  would  be  incomplete  if  it  failed  to  note  the  cheer- 
ful willingness  and  cooperation  of  Officers  Calder  and  McCarthy. 
Many  thanks  are  due  them  for  their  best  efforts  in  trying  to  do 
what  is  sometimes  a  most  disagreeable  and  thankless  task.

REPORT  OF  THE  DUBLIN  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

Dublin  Fire  Department  answered  11  calls  in  1967;  4  car 
fires,  3  chimney  fires,  1  accident  and  3  building  fires.  5  temporary 
permits  to  install  oil  burning  equipment  and  5  permanent  per- 
mits to  operate  same  were  issued  in  1967.  4  electric  inspections 
were  made  and  2  Foster  homes  were  inspected  during  the  year. 

3  dr}-  hydrants  were  installed;  at  Scribner's  pond,  Doc  Wood's 
pond  and  Har\-ey  Hayes'  pond.  These  enable  firemen  to  draw 
water  from  ponds  when  frozen  over. 

The  Fire  Department  also  acquired  free  of  charge  a  1,200 
gallon  tanker.  This  is  a  good  addition  to  the  present  mobile  supply 
of  water. 

There  are  19  monitors  now  in  operation  in  the  homes  of 
firemen.  15  of  these  were  purchased  this  year.  A  generous  $500 
contribution  from  the  Fire  Company  made  it  possible  to  buy  extra 
sets. 

The  Dublin  Fire  Company  wishes  to  express  appreciation 
to  each  and  ever\-one  who  contributed  to  the  success  of  the  annual 
fund  raising  dance.  This  makes  it  possible  for  the  company  to 
continue  it's  many  projects. 

I  thank  all  the  members  of  the  Fire  Department  and  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  for  their  continued  support

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REPORT  OF  HIGHWAY  AGENT 

SUMMER  HIGHWAY  MAINTENANCE 

During  the  summer  all  dirt  roads  were  scraped  and  main- 
tained, ditc'hes  cleaned,  culverts  cleaned  out,  turn-outs  widened 
where  needed,  and  leaves,  etc.,  removed.  On  the  Burpee  Road 
stones  were  removed,  culvert  repaired  and  hill  scraped  with  the 
Grader  as  far  as  the  old  Harrington  place.  Due  to  beaver  activity, 
the  culverts  on  Monument  Road,  Craig  Road  and  Valley  Road 
had  to  be  cleared  of  brush  etc.,  several  times. 

Bruslh  was  cut  on  Bonds  Corner  Road,  East  Harrisville,  Bur- 
pee, Windmill  Hill,  Lake,  Upper  Jaffrey,  Snow  Hill  at  corner  of 
Lake,   Old   Troy   and  Old   Marlborough  Roads. 

Gravelled  Page  Road,  Old  Marlborough,  Windmill  Hill, 
Snow  Hill,  Parsons,  Valley,  Gerry,  Old  Chesham  and  Cobb  Mead- 
ow Roads,  and  Old  Troy  Road  in  spots. 

All  tar  roads  patched,  and  Upper  Jaffrey  Road,  Lake  Road, 
Old  Harrisville  Road,  Meryman  Road,  Bonds  Corner  Road  to 
Babneau's,  Parsons  Road  to  pond,  and  Stone  Pond  Road  hill  were 
tarred. 

Replaced  signs  on  Frothingham  Road,  Snow  Hill  and  reset 
signs  on  Charcoal  and  Lake  Roads.  Installed  new  sign  at  entrance 
to  Gerry  Road. 

WINTER  HIGHWAY  MAINTENANCE 

This  expenditure  covers  plowing  all  roads,  widening  corners 
after  plowing,  plowing  sidewalks  and  around  village.  Also  under 
this  heading  comes  installation  and  removal  of  snow  fences,  sand- 
ing and  salting  of  roads,  and  general  work  such  as  removal  of 
trees  and  tree  limbs  broken  by  ice  storms,  and  care  of  snow  re- 
moval equipment.  This  has  been  a  hectic  winter,  not  ending  until 
May  and  beginning  early  in  November.  This  not  only  caused  long 
hours  for  the  men  but  also  an  unavoidable  overdraft. 

TOWN  ROAD  AID 

These  funds  were  expended  on  the  widening  and  straighten- 
ing of  Windmill  Hill  Road  from  the  junction  of  the  Lower  Jaf- 
frey  Road  west  towards  the  Dublin  Christian  Academy.  Trees 
were  cut,  logs  and  wood  piled,  brush  burned  or  carted  to  the  dump. 
Stumps  were  removed,  road  widened.  Culverts  installed  and  the 
new  road  was  gravelled  after  removal  of  ledge.  Next  year  this 
project  should  be  extended  to  the  junction  of  Page  Road  if  funds 
permit. 
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TOWN  DUMP 

The  dump  has  been  burned  over  frequently,  rubbish  pushed 
back  and  covered  with  sand  several  times.  The  upper  dump  has 
also  been  burned  and  pushed  back.  Because  of  the  rainy  weather 
last  summer,  at  times  the  dump  could  not  be  burned  as  often  as 
desirable,  resulting  in  occasional  excess  accumulation  of  rubbish. 

BRIDGE  CONSTRUCTION 

The  old  bridge  on  the  Old  Troy  Road  at  the  Weld's  brook 
was  completely  removed,  having  been  found  to  be  in  very  poor 
condtiion.  New  iron  girders  were  installed,  bridge  supports  and 
braces  welded,  and  the  entire  bridge  was  raised  twenty-seven 
inches  higher  than  the  old  span.  Both  ends  of  the  bridge  were 
cemented  for  extra  strength,  planked  with  new  bridge  planks  and 
rails  installed.  A  temporary  bridge  had  to  be  made  to  allow  traffic 
over  the  road,  during  construction,  since  use  of  the  road  is  heavy 
and  constant. 

NEW  CONSTRUCTION 

On  the  west  side  of  the  lake,  Lake  Road  was  scraped  with 
the  Grader  to  remove  bumps.  New  culverts  were  installed,  ditches 
were  cleaned  out  and  overhanging  limbs  removed.  The  road  was 
gravelled  and  tarred  and  is  in  as  good  condition  as  possible  with- 
out major  rebuilding.  The  ends  of  the  new  Weld  br'idge  were 
gravelled  as  part  of  that  project.  A  culvert  was  installed  on  the 
East  Harrisville  Road,  and  the  road  was  widened  near  Brush 
Farm. 

EQUIPMENT 

The  Gallon  Grader  and  FWD  truck  were  used  extensively 
during  the  year  to  scrape  and  maintain  roads,  remove  ice,  plow 
snow  and  general  work.  The  Hough  Payloader  is  essential  for 
loading  gravel,  salt  and  fill,  etc.  All  equipment  is  being  used  to 
good  advantage.  Use  in  extremely  cold  weather  is  hampered  by 
lack  of  adequate  heat  in  the  Town  Barn.  Equipment  is  so  cold 
in  the  early  morning  that  it  can  take  as  lonig  as  two  to  three  hours 
to  start  and  warm  up  engines  and  hydraulics  so  they  can  be 
safely  used.  This  will  be  taken  up  v^ith  the  Selectmen. 

Again  my  sincere  thanks  to  all  for  their  continued  coopera- 
tion.

The  same  geraniums  were  later  gathered 
and  planted  in  beds  around  the  monument  and  trees  on  the  west 
slope. 

Fall  cleaning  of  leaves,  etc.,  was  not  accomplished  because 
of  early  snow  and  help  availability.  This  will  have  to  be  done 
out  of   1968  appropriation.

REPORT  OF  THE  DUBLIN  PLANNING  BOARD,  1967 

The  chief  concern  of  the  Dublin  Planninig  Board  this  year 
has  been  to  draw  up  a  set  of  regulations  for  subdivision  in  the 
town.  The  Planning  Board  was  authorized  to  do  this  at  the  Town 
Meeting  held  March  14,  1967.  Mr.  Krogman  made  an  extensive 
study  of  the  regulations  in  the  surrounding  towns.  He  then  drew 
up  the  regulations  w^hich  he  thought  particularly  applied  to  Dub- 
lin. These  were  discussed  at  length  by  the  Planning  Board  and 
various   suggestions   made   by   the   Board  were  included. 

A  Public  Hearing  was  held  on  September  12,  1967  at  which 
time  the  regulations  were  approved.  At  a  Planning  Board  Meet- 
ing on  the  10th  of  October,  1967,  the  regulations  were  formally 
adopted.  A  copy  was  sent  to  the  Town  Clerk,  Mr.  Glen  Scribner, 
who  in  turn  filed  these  regulations  with  the  Cheshire  County 
Registry  of  Deeds.  A  booklet  stating  the  regulations  was  printed 
and  sent  out  in  December  with  the  Invoices  and  Taxes  list  of 
the  town. 

We  sorely  miss  Mr.  Norman  Bemis  who  was  so  helpful  to 
the  Board  for  a  number  of  years.  Mr.  Rufus  Hale  did  not  run  for 
re-election  and  Mrs.  Priscilla  J.  McQuillen  was  elected  in  his 
place.

We  have  examined  the  balance  sheet  of  the  Town  of  Dublin 
New  Hampshire  as  of  December  31,  1967  and  the  related  state- 
ments of  revenues  and  appropriations  and  expenditures  for  the 
year  then  ended.  Our  examination  was  made  in  accordance  with 
generally  accepted  auditing  standards  and  accordingly  included 
sudh  tests  of  the  accounting  records  and  such  other  auditing  pro- 
cedures as  we  considered  necessary  in  the  circumstances. 

SCOPE  OF  THE  EXAMINATION 

Explanatory  comments  on  the  major  balance  sheet  items 
follow: 

Cash  on  hand  and  in  hank  —  treasurer  —  $72,711,74.  Cash 
in  bank  was  reconciled  with  the  treasurer's  books  and  the  balance 
per  bank  statement  was  confirmed  by  corresponding  directly  with 
the  depository. 

Taxes  receivable  —  $16,533.57.  The  uncollected  taxes  agreed 
with  the  collectors'  detailed  listing.  Approximately  98%  of  the 
outstanding  property  taxes  were  verified  by  corresponding  direct- 
ly with  the  taxpayers. 

Capital  reserve  fund  —  $9,744.95.  The  sum  of  $1,000.00  was 
transferred  from  the  general  fund  as  voted  by  the  Town.  Interest 
received  amounted  to  $421.32.  This  fund  is  in  the  custody  of  the 
Trustees  of  Trust  Funds. 

Due  to  school  department  —  $78,006.35.  The  balance  due  to 
the  school  department  was  computed  as  follows  : 
Paid  to  school  district  treasurer — 1967  103,263.28 

Appropriated  1967  119,451.60 

$181,269.63 
Paid  to  school  district  treasurer — 1966  103,263.28 


Due  to  school  department — December  31,  1967  $78,006.35 
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The  loan  from  the  Indian  Head  National  Bank  in  connection 
with  the  construction  of  the  fire  station  and  the  purchase  of  equip- 
ment was  reduced  from  $43,210.00  to  $39,280.00  during  the  year. 
The  loan  is  payable  at  the  rate  of  $3,930.00  per  year  plus  interest 
at  3%  per  annum. 

Excess  of  liabilities  over  assets  —  $27,785.49.  This  balance 
represents  the  net  liabilities  of  the  general  fund  as  reflected  by 
the  books  and  as  ascertained  from  other  sources. 


REVENUES  AND  APPROPRIATIONS 

The  receipts  as  shown  by  the  records  were  verified  from  the 
remitter  insofar  as  practicable.  The  total  receipts  and  disbursements 
as  reflected  in  the  Selectmen's  books  agreed  with  those  recorded  in 
the  Treasurer's  books.  An  inspection  of  vouchers  and  cancelled 
checks  indicated  that  the  disbursements  were  supported  by  invoices 
or  other  documents  and  were  being  properly  recorded. 


TRUST  FUNDS 

The  balance  of  cash  on  deposit  in  the  checking  account  and 
in  the  various  savings  accounts  was  confirmed  to  us  directly  by 
the  depositories.  Securities  on  hand  were  inspected  or  accounted 
for  by  us.  We  verified  the  dividends  and  interest  received  during 
the  year. 

The  income  received  during  the  year  on  common  fund  in- 
vestments was  distributed  to  the  various  funds  included  in  the 
common  fund  on  a  proportionate  basis.  Disbursements  were  made 
to  various  beneficiaries  of  the  trusts.  The  Town  was  paid  $621.81 
as  a  reimbursement  for  wages  paid  on  cemetery  work  for  1967.

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LIBRARIAN'S  REPORT 

A  draft  report  froni  the  American  Librarian  Association 
states  that,  "Every  individual  has  a  right  to  benefit  from  the 
record  of  v^hat  is  knovv^n  whether  he  lives  in  a  big  city,  a  sub- 
urban community,  a  small  town,  an  incorporated  area,  or  a  rural 
district.  Even  though  local  resources  are  limited,  public  officials 
and  librarians  have  the  responsibility  for  providing  access  to  full 
library  service,  through  a  suitable  and  effective  structure  of  co- 
operation and  government." 

This  is  the  philosophy  behind  the  Library  Development 
Program  in  New  Hampshire.  We  meet  the  qualifications  and  we 
are  an  affiliated  member.  One  of  the  important  benefits  has  been 
the  strengthening  of  our  basic  reference  collection  by  State-in-Aid 
funded  money.  Eventually  it  is  hoped  that  legislation  will  pro- 
vide money  for  matching  book  budgets  in  subject  materials.  Your 
trustees  and  librarian  receive  professional  consultant  services. 
Your  librarian  has  the  opportunity  to  attend  book  reviews  and 
exhibits.  Through  service  centers  we  can  borrow  large  type  print 
books,  art  reproductions,  records,  films,  and  other  materials. 
Eventually  a  common  borrower's  card  will  be  issued.  This  means 
that  you  may  use  any  public  library  within  the  State,  and  by  the 
same  token  others  may  use  our  library. 

The  trustees  recommend  that  the  basement  area  in  the  library 
be  finished  for  expansion.  A  new  circulation  desk  is  needed  and 
a  work  area  for  processing  and  cataloging  books.  Other  neces- 
sary repairs  need  to  be  done  to  the  building.  Our  shelves  are 
bulging  in  spite  of  continual  weeding.  The  library  owns  a  pro- 
jector, screen,  and  twelve  folding  chairs.  It  has  a  tape  recorder, 
tapes,  a  hi-fi  record  player,  and  over  fifty  records.  All  these  ma- 
terials take  space.  The  room  must  be  adaptable  for  books,  showing 
films,  story  telling,  listening  to  records,  and  art  and  other  ex-hibits. 
Roy  Myller  has  written  in  The  Design  of  the  Small  Public  Library, 
"Remember  there  is  no  small  public  library  which  is  too  big." 

Your  trustees  and  librarian  are  meeting  in  January  with  Mr. 
Emil  Allen,  State  Librarian,  and  an  architect  to  formulate  plans 
for  this  development.  If  accepted  by  the  Town  Meeting,  the  trus- 
tees will  then  apply  throu^  the  State  Library  for  federal  funds 
to  help  defray  40%  of  the  cost.  To  delay  may  prove  more  costly.

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REPORT  OF  DIRECTOR  OF  CIVIL  DEFENSE 

In  June,  1967,  I  accepted  the  post  of  Director  of  Civil  De- 
fense from  retiring  Rob  Trowbridge,  who  very  ably  carried  such 
duties  for  the  past  few  years.  It  is  my  desire  at  this  point  to  thank 
Rob  for  a  job  well  done.  I  hope  Dublin  can  express  the  same. 

Since  June,  we  have  received  Fall  Out  Shelter  approval  at 
the  Dublin  Consolidated  School.  This  shelter  has  been  classified 
between  70  and  99  Protection  Factor,  which  is  extremely  good. 
We  are  working  on  approval  of  additional  space  in  the  new  class 
room  constructed  last  year.  It  is  hoped  that  with  this  approval  we 
can  establish  an  "emergency  operating  center".  Shelter  approval 
means  we  can  obtain  50  -  50  matching  funds  through  the  State 
on  any  new  program  we  desire  to  put  into  effect.  This  can  now 
be  done. 

Programs  presently  under  way  include  a  new  emergency  gen- 
eration of  electrical  power,  improvement  of  communications  under 
6  meter  Civil  Defense  band  as  well  as  Mutual  Aid  Fire  Radios  to 
the  "emergency  operating  center",  food  stocking  program  in  the 
school,  emergency  lig'hting  in  the  school,  and  other  related  pro- 
grams necessary  for  a  good  shelter.  These  programs  should  be 
undertaken  to  meet  the  minimum  requirements  of  the  State  and 
Dublin. 

It  is  hoped  that  you  can  give  favorable  consideration  to  these 
programs    this   year.

PROGRESS  REPORT 
DUBLIN  MAPPING  PROJECT 

January  15,  1968 

The  aerial  mapping  project  for  the  Town  of  Dublin  has  been 
about  60%  completed.  The  photographs  were  taken  in  the  Spring 
of  1967  and  came  out  exceptionally  well,  as  your  Selectmen  have 
noted. 

The  field  work  was  completed  in  September,  that  is:  all  prop- 
erties have  been  delineated  on  the  aerial  photographs  from  deeds, 
surveys  or  visitation  to  property  owners. 

At  our  Home  Office  the  base  map,  drawn  on  our  Kelsh  Plot- 
ter, has  been  completed.  This  map  greatly  reduces  the  radial  dis-

tortion  in  the  photographs  and  insures  accurate  scale  throughout 
the  Town. 

Presently  the  information  acquired  in  the  field  is  being  trans- 
ferred to  the  base  map  to  compile  a  series  of  maps  Covering  the 
entire  Town.  These  will  then  be  turned  over  to  our  Drafting 
Department  for  the  final  drafting. 

I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  express  my  sincere 
appreciation  to  the  Selectmen,  Town  Clerk,  Higlhway  Agent,  Mr. 
Rathbun,  Mr.  Sagendorph  and  to  the  many  property  owners  that 
I  had  the  pleasure  of  meeting.  This  project  would  have  been  quite 
difficult  without   your  interest   and   cooperation.

We  were  able  to  continue  the  school  vitamin  program  with 
the  children  contributing  five  cents  a  week  to  cover  the  cost.  Many 
children   participated. 

Dr.  Johnson  accepted  the  dental  program,  and  we  appreciate 
the  time  he  spent  treating  the  twelve  children  who  would  not  have 
otherwise  received  dental  care. 

In  April  a  Tuberculosis  clinic  was  conducted  by  Dr.  Jeffries 
and  42  children  were  given  Heaf  Tests.  This  simple  test  uncovers 
active  and  inactive  cases  of  tuberculosis,  thereby  safeguarding  the 
health  of  children  and  their  families. 

A  pre-school  clinic  was  held  in  May.  Seventeen  children  were 
checked  by  the  nurse.  They  were  weighed  and  measured  and  had 
their  vision  and  hearing  tested  in  preparation  for  school  in  Septem- 
ber. 

We  appreciate  the  help  given  by  Dr.  Jeffries,  as  our  school 
physician.
